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THE RED CROSS SEAL SALE IN 
HARRISBURG, PA.

{Editor's Note:—The sale of Red Cross Seals in Harris- 
burg, Pa., was organized in such an intensive manner an 
carried on with marked success that the editor has asked 
Mr. . Weiss, the. chairman ‘of the special Red Cross Seal 
Committee, to give a detailed account of the work for the 
benefit ef other agents throughout the country. Mr. Weiss, 
who is a prominent attorney of Harrisburg, by the gen- 

erous’ donation of much of his time, 
small measure to the success of the’ sale.] 

As a first.step. in the Red Cross Seal sale in 
Harrisburg a committee consisting of about thirty 
representative. men and women, with a chairman, 
secretary and treasurer, was organized. This 
committee was divided into the following six sub- 
committees: 

1. Sub-Committee on Advertising and Publicity: 

This committee had charge of all kinds of ad- 
vertising, newspapers, theatres, churches, Sunday 
schools, fraternal organizations, railroads, etc. 

2. Sub-Committee on Finance: 

This committee -had entire charge of the fi- 
nances and of. the seals, looked after the collec- 
tion of accounts and did everything appertaining 
to the money side. of the campaign. 

3. -Stb-Committee on Distribution and Booths: 

This. committee got the seals from the Finance 
Committee and arranged for their distribution. 
They had entire charge of the sending out of 
seals, getting .receipts therefor, opening of ac- 


counts for the Finance Committee, sending seals_ 


out of town, and everything connected with the 
distribution of the seals. This committee also 
had charge of the booths. 
4. Sub-Committee on Women’s Work: 

This committee had charge of decorating the 
booths, putting the séals in envelopes for dis- 


tribution and sale, and procuring the co-operation 
Club, 


of women’s clubs, Civic Club, Authors’ 
Y. W. C. A., D. A: R. and other kindred women’s 
organizations. 

5. Sub-Committee on Schools: 

This committee had entire charge of the sale 
of seals in the schools. The distribution com- 
mittee was relieved of this work, so far as the 
public and private schools were concerned, the 
schools committee taking entire charge of this 
phasé of the campaign. This committee got a 
teacher in every school to work with it. 

6. Sub-Committee on Suburban Work:. 

This committee had entire charge of the sur- 
rounding suburban towns. It got sub-chairmen 
to look after the organization in each borough 
and had entire supervision of everything, which 
appertained to suburban work. 

With this organization the committee proceeded 
to work. The first gun was a proclamation issued 
by Mayor Royal on Saturday, December 6th. The 
campaign proper was opened on Sunday, Decem-

ber. 7th, when all the churches, Sunday schocls 
and church activities gave notice, one way or an- 
other, of the Red Cross Christmas Seal Cam- 
paign. Some ‘pastors preached sermons, others 
announced it from the pulpit, others had a notice 
inserted in the church bulletins. Whatever the 
method, the campaign was announced and re- 
announced from practically every pulpit in the 
city and vicinity, and there was surely not a per- 
son, who went to any church service that day, 
who was not informed of the campaign. Pamph- 
lets issued by the National Association entitled, 
“Outline of Lecture or Sermon on Tuberculosis,” 
and also a pamphiet entitled, “Don’t Get Tubercu- 
losis,” issued by the Pennsylvania Society, as 
well as literatute issued by the State Department 
of Health, had been given to the various pastors. 
This literature was distributed at most of the 
churches, and was taken home and read by 
thousands. 

On Tuesday evening, December 9th, the band 
and patrol of the Zembo Temple of the Mystic 
Shriners gave an exhibition drill and band con- 
cert in the ‘Chestnut Street Auditorium for the. 
benefit of the campaign. No admission was 
charged and about 1,500 people packed the 
auditorium, Prior to the drill, the chairman of 
the committee made an address, outlining the 
character of the work and extending thanks 
o -the Temple, the band and the patrol 
for their help. The drill and band concert fol- 
lowed and. both were exceptionally fine. Imme- 
diately after the drill and during the band con- 
cert, each member of the patrol took a box, which 
contained 1,000 Red Cross Christmas seals put 
up. in small Red Cross envelopes containing re- 
spectively 10 and 25 seals, and sold them through 
the audience. The sale that. evening totaled 
about 25,000 seals. 

On Monday, December 8th, there appeared for 
the week at the Orpheum (Vaudeville) Theatre 
an- act entitled “The Honey Girls.” The com- 
pany consisted of six or seven girls and two or 
three men. The manager of the theatre was on 
our committee and was an enthusiastic worker. 
He arranged with the management of this act to 
have the young ladies sell Christmas seals dur- 
ing the performances. The sub-committee on 
women’s work put the Christmas seals in small 
envelopes (we decided upon five in an envelope); 
this committee had also put the seals in envelopes 
for the Zembo drill. All week “The Honey 
Girls” sold seals at every performance, afternoon 
and evening. They would go through the au- 
dience immediately after their act, while moving 
picture films were being shown; and, starting out_

Plans were approved for an informal VERE 
to be held at Chicago on June 8th and 9th, preceding 
the Seattle meeting. Delegates and members of the 
association who will have to pass through Chicago 
are especially urged to attend. Sufficient time will 
be allowed -to reach Seattle before the opening of 
the meeting there. 


To fill three vacancies on the Board of Directors, 
the following persons were appointed, subject to elec- 
tion in due form at the next annual meeting of the 
association: Dr. Ethan A. Gray, Chicago; Mrs. O. 
B. Colquitt, Austin, Texas; and Seymour H. Stone, 
Boston. Dr. Vincent Y. Bowditch, of Boston, was 
elected a member of the Executive Committee, suc- 
ceeding Dr. Charles J. Hatfield. 

A report of the Committee on Co-operation of 
Union Labor in the national and local anti-tuber- 
culosis campaigns appointed at the meeting of the 
Executive Committee of the National Association 
on June 22nd was received and approved. Recom- 
mendations were made providing for more syste- 
matic co-operation between the National Associa- 
tion and the various labor organizations.

with baskets full of envelopes containing seals, 

they invariably came back with the baskets empty. 

The sales, as made by thcse young actresses, 

amounted during the week to approximately 35,- 

000 seals. 

The next big item taken up was the work 
among the fraterna) organizations. We had on 
the committee a very prominent “fraternal man,” 
who took entire charge of this work. He got in 
touch with every fraternal, beneficial and social 
organization (men’s and women’s) in the city, 
with the result that he sold about 20,000 seals to 


. these organizations, who used them during the 


entire month in sending out their weekly or 
monthly notices, their statements, announce- 
ments, etc. 


In this connection it also ought to be stated 
that another member of the committee, without 
having any particular body to go to, or any 
specified field of work, sold 20,000 seals over the 
telephone. He simply called up one friend after 
another and thus disposed of 20,000 in several 
days. His record is remarkable and he really de- 
serves great credit. 


The distribution committee and the schools 
committee used the Boy Scouts as their messen- 
gers. We got permission for the local Troop to 
get out of school en the aftérnoon of a certain 
day, when the seals were to be distributed, and 
these boys proved invaluable. They also can- 
vassed the market houses on certain market days, 
after the campaign was well under way. The dis- 
tribution committec also used, as a means of dis- 
tribution, the city’s motor-cycle policemen. This 
was accomplished through the courtesy and help 
of the Mayor and Chief of Police. 

For several days of another week, the manager 
of the Orpheum Theatre also pulled off another 
“stunt.” He rigged up a stage on two large trucks 
and between 12 and 1 o‘clock noon on several 
days, had an open air vaudeville show—two acts 
—in Market Squarc—the hub of the noon-hour 
activities. This drew big crowds and we sold 
seals while the acts were being performed. 

We had the “Writers’ Bureau” take charge of 
the newspaper end of the campaign. This bureau 
is composed of several local newspaper reporters, 
who do writing of this character on the side. All 
reports were made to the chairman, who kept the 
newspaper representative informed, and he, in 
turn, saw that due publicity was given in all the 
newspapers. The newspapers gave us excellent 
front-page space. 


We had booths in the leading department 
stores; they built and decorated booths and sup- 
plied salesgirls without expense to the committee. 
We had booths in the Post Office; also at the 
Reily Street gate of the Pennsylvania Railroad 
on the days when the pay car was there. Several 
attractive girls, daughters of. prominent railroad- 
ers, took charge and did a land office business. 


The Harrisburg Light and Power Company 
very generously built and erected at the corner 
of Market and Second Streets a large red cross; 
the company also lighted this all night with red 
lights free of charge. This was one of the best 
means of publicity employed. This red cross 
advertised the campaign twenty-four hours of the 
day, and at night it was particularly striking, as 
one saw it the length of Market Street from the 
railroad to the river. We did not have a better 
single instrument of publicity than the electric 
red cross. 


There was another good scheme suggested, but 
adopted only in part on account of lack of time 
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after the suggestion was made. That was, to get 
various kinds of business to buy seals outright 
and use them on a certain day. This will require 
for another year an additional sub-committee, to 
be called, perhaps, “Sub-Committee on Special 
Days,” or “Sub-Committee on Classified Busi- 
ness.” The scheme is to have all the merchants 
of a certain class of business buy a quantity of 
seals outright, and on a certain day put a seal on 
every package which goes out of their respective 
stores; for example, there would be “Confec- 
tioner’s Day,” on which day every confectioner of 
the city would put a seal, which he had previously 
bought outright, on every package which went 
out of his store. These days could be run for 
two or three weeks, as follows:

to Dairymen’s He: we had 
Christmas day as Dairymen’s Day and got as 
many dairymen as possible to paste the seals 
on milk bottles, and thus wish their patrons a 
“Merry Christmas.” 

The sub-committee on schools did excellent 
work, selling approximately 58,000 seals. There 
were some striking records made by individual 
pupils and by single class rooms. The chairman 
of the school committee had this branch of the 
work well organized and the results speak for 
themselves, 


The committee on suburban work also did 


finely. This committee worked at a great dis- 
advantage. Practically all the work had to be 
done by correspondence. or by visiting these 
outlying towns, both of which took considerable 
time. The chairman of this committee willingly 
devoted his time and his energy, and he believes 
that the experience of the past will enable him 
to better organize the work in the future. 


The treasurer’s report shows that we received 
300,000 seals; that we sold’ 249,933 seals, and ime 
we returned 50,067 seals. 

Almost, every member of the general commit- 
tee was literally “on the job.” The chairman 
had the great advantage of having a committee 
of earnest, live workers, and it is this fact more 
than any other that made the campaign a suc- 
cess. The meetings of the committee were well 
attended. The members were interested and 
enthusiastic. Suggestions were freely made by 
every member and carefully considered by all, 
and when once a plan was decided upon, every 
member put forward his or her best efforts to 
accomplish that end. 


ORGANIZING NURSES IN RED CROSS 
SEALS. 

In the experience of the Chicago Tuberculosis 
Institute with the sale of Red Cross Christmas 
Seals as means of financing the Anti-Tubercu- 
losis Campaign, one arrangement stands out 
prominently as stimulating the interest of the 
community in these sales. 

In 1908, Mrs. Theodore B. Sachs organized the 
nurses for various hospitals of Chicago, as the 
Nurses Auxiliary Committee of the Chicago 
Tuberculosis Institute to aid the Institute in the 
sale of seals. Since then, every year, three weeks 
before Christmas, booths are installed in the 
Central Post Office, Postal Sub-Stations, Board 
of Trade and several of the large office buildings. 
These booths are in charge, on individual days, 
of nurses from one of the hospitals in the city, . 
the name of which, appears on a banner over the 
window of the booth. Thus the Training Schools 
of nearly every hospital of Chicago have days 
assigned to them at various booths in various 
sections of the city, and during the three weeks 
of sales of the Red Cross Christmas Seals there 
is friendly rivalry between various hospitals in the 
city to sell the largest number of seals. Besides 
that, the nurses of all the hospitals of the city 
are called to a general meeting before the sale 
of the seals commences, and each hospital takes 
an assignment of seals and makes an effort to 
dispose of them among the friends and well- 
wishers of their institution. 

The work of the Nurses’ Auxiliary Committee 
of the Chicago Tuberculosis Institute proved of- 
inestimable value in these sales, in. the following 
important particulars: 

First: Nurses disposed in the various years 
of the Seal Campaigns of above 50 per cent of 
the seals. 

Second. The participation of nurses in the 
sale of these seals was the factor in establishing 
a closer relationship between the Chicago: Tuber- 
culosis Institute Nursing Organizations ‘and’ va- 
rious hospitals with which these organizations 
are connected. This plan is recommended to 
other organizations for adoption. ‘The. bidders 
will be supplied by Mr. James’ Minnick, . -Superin- 
tendent of the Chicago Tuberculosis Institute. 
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
